Oz that the Galileans, and thoſe 
eightckcne bvpon whom the tower of Siloam 
fell, were greater ſinners than all others: My 
do pou thinke becauſe the ſame iudgementes 
have not light bpon pon, therefoze pon (hall 
tl ſteale away in the darke, andeſcape the tudge- 
ments oł God? No, no pou are deceiued: Foz 
I ſap bnto you, that except you mcurne and la- 
ment fo2 peur Tnnes, and fall to ſome egrement

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chat all men liuing vpon the face ef the earth, 
whether they be high oz low, rich o2 pooge, poung 
oz old, noble oz bnnoble, learned oz vnlearned, 
ample oz politicke, of what ſtate, degree, and 
condition ſocuer they be; lining and dying with · 
out repentance , ſhall periſh and be damned in 
hell fire ſoꝛ euer. The Scriptures are full of ſuch 
thunderbolts „lob. 3. 18. He that belieues not 
is damned already. And 2. Cor. 13. 5. Prooue 
your ſc lues, whecher you are in the Faich: exi- 
mi:e your ſclues: know you not your ſe lues that 
Ieſus Chriſt is in you , except yee b*ereprobates ? 
Where the Apackle flatlp ſetteth downe that 
all thoſe which haue not Chziſt owelling in 
their hearts by faith, which is the houſhold- 
filter o: Mepentance, are no better than repzo- 
bates, caſt-awayes, and condemned perſens. 
But becauſe the moſt people in theſe dapcs are 
groſleip Tecetued in repentance , both concer-

Repentance is an inward ſozrowing and 
continaall mourning of the heart and conlſct- 
ence fo; ſinne, iorned with faith, and both inward 
and ontwaid amondment. Jaward ( ſay) in 
changing the thoughes and affections of the 
heart, and outward tn changing the wozds and 
wozkes from euill to god. This repentance, no 
doubt, wes in David, wha when he was couertly 
rep20ned bp the Pꝛophet Na chan, and his unnes, 
lapd befoze his epes, did not flubboznely defend 
them, and ſo iuſtle againſt God: noz pet ſecretly 
excuſs them, and daube them oner,but crpeth out 
in the bitterneſſe of heart, I haue fioned , and 
thereupon made the 51. Plalme; a Pſalme in- 
d&d full of dolour and heanineſſe : wherein the 
Pꝛophet bewatleth his fanlts,lamentcthhis fins, 
and pzapeth enen foz a new Heart, and a new 
Spirit,netw Thoughts new Aﬀections,new pꝛo· 
miſes of amendment of lite: ſo that in David 
we may ſ& an in ward ſozrowing, alaſting griefe 
(as the Boks of Pfalmes doth every where de · 
clare, which lapsth him ont as it were in an Ans 
tomy) pea, and great refozimation, both in in- 
ward and onfward ſinnes. Hers therefoze be- 
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Likelviſe S:int Peter thaovgh infirtnifp haning 
denyed his Logo and Paſter Chziſt, and being 
pinched of his owne conſciente, and wakened 
with the alarme of a po2se Cockes crowing, 
Went out ef the Court of Pilice, with a Heaup 
heart weping bitterly , and euer after ſtoutly 
p2ofeſling Chꝛiſt even vnto the dezth. Se 
then what is Kepentance. The 352ophets, in 
the Old Teſtament, exhezting the rebellious 
Jewes bnto Ke entance, bie commoniy an 
Bebzew Uerbe, which ſignifies, Turne pe, 
o2 Repent pee, and come backe agame: by 
the which Petapho2 is meant, that like as a 
man that is ſtraped f-rre ont of big wap, muff 
returne quite backe sgaine the contrarp wap: 
So thoſe that haue ſtraped from the wap cf 
godlineſſe to the wap of inne, muſt come 
back againe as faſt as euer thep went fo2- 
Ward, and altogether change the conrſe of their 
life: So that repentance is an earneſt turn ng 
bato God, with all pour heart, ſoule, and minde. 
Saint Ioha Baptiſt, and the Apolfies in the 
new Teſtament, exhozting bnto Repentance, 
bſe the Gz&ke wozd, which ſignikpeth a chan⸗ 
ging of the minde afterward, oz after-wit : Do 
that thoſe which though their folly, and want 
of foꝛmer wit, haue Aipped into the die pe pit 
and dangerors gulfe of ſtnne, when they come 


vnto themſelnes, and hanerecouered thetr _ 
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tance, but ſs could cinill men repent. Same 
think that to cry God mercie is Nepentance, and 
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will be wife afterward, and take heed thep ne- 
uer come there againe, acco2d:ng to the Pzo- 
uerbe: The burnt Chiide will cake heede of che 
fire. By this time, J hope pou ſee what is Res 
pentance : It is not eucrp ſozrow, but ſozrow 
fo2 ſinne, not fog ſome ſinne, but fog all inne: 
not fo2 an houre ; but foz euer: Not foz a dap; 
bat continually: Not foz a weeke ; but as long 
as wee line.

Dome thinke euerp little pang foz ſinne is Re- 
pentance, ſo hauld Pharaoh repent. Some 
thinke all weeping and lamenting foz ſinne is 
Repentance, ſo ſheuld Eluu, Iudas, and Caiu re- 
pent. Some thinke encry little humbling of 
our ſeluzs is Kepentance, but lo ſhonld Ahab 
repent, Some thinke that good wozks, and 
good purpoſes are Nepentance, but lo ſhould 


feuerp ſicke man repent, Some tyinke that a 


tefo2mation of wozds and deevs are Kepens.

that Repentance deſeructh Remiſſion of innes, 
but tecanſe where Ged Wozketh Kepentance, 
there her parvoncth ſinnes, becauſe of his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, as in Ezech. 18. 17. When the wicket tur- 
neth away from his wickedaeſſe that hee hath 
committed, ani doth that which is lawtull and 
right, hee ſhall ſaue his (oule aliue. And againe, 
Ifaiah 55. 7. Let the wicked torſake his wayes, 
and the vnrighteous his owne imagioaci-- 
ons, and ture vnto the Lord, and hee will: 
haue mercie vpon him. So here wee ſee ta

nenip : Dincls , Saints, all theſe wozketh 
repentance. Paul trauelled towards Damaſcus 
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ter a Deſpiſer, but ere he came there, he was 
quite changed, and cleane of ansther minde: ſo 


mighty was he that met him in the way. hen | 
Jeſus Chzift ſent downe the holy Gyott vpon | 


his Diſciples, accozding to his pꝛomile, there 
were ſome (coffers at leruſalem, whichmocked, 
andſaid, They are full of gew wice : But the 
ſame men cried out by and by after; Men aud 
brethren, what ſhall we doe to be ſaued? 

Mere was a moſt wonderfull and ſudden 
change : Scr then the foꝛce of repentance when 
God fkriketh it into the heart ofa man, and dꝛi⸗ 
nech the naile to the head (as they (ay) it cEce- 
eth that which all the wtſevome and policy of 
man is not able to baing to pale: and when thep 
hats pzouled hither and thither, and lapd their 
beads together, and ſought all the cozngrs of 
their wits, yet can thep not tell which Wap to 
furne their hand, oz where to begin to change 
the heart of a man, and to conuert him to God, 
Thersfoze repentance is ſtronger than all the 
whole wozld, and wozketh that which all inen 
With their naturall wits , fine heads, and deepe 
deuices cannot compalſſe : fo2 the conuerſion ot 
n inner is a wozke ſupernaturall. Here then we 
haue a glaſſe to behold our ſelues in, whether 
ever we haue repented , oz no: foz if we finde 
not this change and alteratien in vs, we haue 


no: xepented, and ſo conſequently remaine vn⸗ 
der 
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der damnation. Therefoge let every man looks 


vatohimſelfe: foz marke how much he is chan- 
ged and altered from his fazer wicked wapes, 
ſo mich hath he repented. And hee that is the 
(a ME man ye was thae, foure, eight, nly, thirty 
pœres agoe, ſurelp, ſurelp, he hath not repented, 
and therefoze abideth in damnation. J mar- 
uell then how theſe men, which neuer felt any 
change 02 alteration wzanght in them, nay, 
Whole Conkeience telleth them that they are 
not changed, noz know what it meaneth, can 
haue hope of ſaluation 2 unleſſe peraduentare 
they belene not this doctrine , 82 thinke it to be 
aſe J will ſend over theſe men to fuch as 
haue brene in the like caſe they now are, and 
pet thought they might doe well enough fog 
all that, although bath blinde in indgement, 
and cozrupt in conuerſation, J haue 'knowne 
and doe know men, which befoze their comers 
fon and inward change, were counted ag hes 
neft men as ener b2ake bꝛead, and as ſubſtan⸗ 
tiall men as any could be, and as true dealers, 
bpꝛight liuers, god honſe-keepers, as any of 
their neighbourg : pea, and thep had the ſame 
opinion of themſelues to : and pet natwithTans 
ding when they haue felt repentancs wozking 
this change and alteration in them, thzough 
the power af the Spirit, at the pzcaching of the 
Wozd : and when they haue had new hearts 
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giuen them to diſcerne better, and new eyes to 


ſebetter ; as men come out of a dampe, haue 


wondered and maruelled at the palpable ann 
grolſe darkneſle they were in befoze , and haue 


burſt fozth into theſe wozds, that thep would 


not be in the ſame caſe they were befoze, no not 


fo2 all the-wozld's gods: foz if they had dyed 
in that care, they were ſure thep ſhould — 5 
bene damned. But J pꝛap poli what caſe were 


thep tn befoze: were thep not god honeſt men, 


and well accounted of, and honeſt liners, and 
well taken whereſoener they came - ſurely they 
wereſotaken inthewozld; but nowthey thinke 
farrcotherwiſe of themſelnes, their eyes being 
opened, and their iudgements inlightned : foz 
now they ſe what they ſaw not befoꝛe: now 
the y vnderſtand that God condemnelh many 
whom the wozlo iuſtieth. Mer thinketh this 
example ſhould make cinil! and wozldly men 
— ſuſpect themſelues, and know their 
miſery befoze God. Foꝛ thoſe men were 

as god as thep befoꝛe their conuerſton, and pet 
afterward confeſſed that they were plunged to 
the botfome of hell, and dzowned in the depth 
of damnation. He that hath eares to heare , le! 
him heare : and he that hath eyes to ſc , let hin 
ſee : foz if men will Kill ſoth themlelues fo2 a 
this, that they ſhall be ſaved, without fe itn; 
any change 92 wozke of repentance, it will cos

| cept pon know the truth of repentance, except 


vou can pꝛoue bnto pour conſciences the foz- 
giueneſle of pour lins, except pt fee a change 
and alteration in the boftome of pour hearts fog 
all pour fozmer lewd wales t miſdemeanonrs z 
pou (hall ſurely periſh and be damned. But let 
bs a little further ſearch out the qualities of re- 
pentance. The Apoſtle in the 7. chap of the 2. 
Cpiſlle to the Corintbians, ſetteth downe ſeven 
notable qualities and effects of repentance. 

The kirſt of them he nameth Care: For be- 
hold (ſaith he) this thing, that you haue beene 
godlily ſorry, what care ic hath wrought in you ? 
this is an earneſt ſtudy, and as it were a taking 
thsught to pleaſe God: foz where true repen- 
tance hath once w2ought, there followeth great 
care afterward : care (J ſap) to lite in the obe- 


dience of God: care to kepe a god conſci- 
ence, care fo refo;me eur hovſholda, care to in. 
B 4 {tru 
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knowledge of God, care to p2ay with them 
mozning and evening :and generally. care to 
periozme all duties belonging'ro Sod: So that 
Repentance is not a carelelle, but a carefiill 
thing. Let no man thinke therefoze , that al⸗ 
though they welter in carcicinclle cf the fleſh, 
and fler pe in (ccuritp all the dayes of their life, 
pet their repentance is god enengh : pc1, and 
though they ſpend whole dates, nights, months, 
and pte res in vanittes, plapes, 4 paſtime in dle⸗ 


neſſe, fond delights, pleaſures t boluptuouſnes, 


in negligence ofall dutp, foꝛgetfulneſſe of God, x 
contempt of all god things: pet foꝛ all this they 
repent ioz their fins, and hope to be ſaued as well 
as any other. But alas, how can thoſe things 
{ſtand together, to repent foz ſinne, and fo delight 
in fin; to hate ſin, and to love fin, to ſlꝑ from fin, 
and to follow after fnne - But theſe men J por- 
teiue would faine make ©. Paul a lyar : foꝛ he 
ſaith, A man hah aencr repented, except he be 
carctull aft*rward to pleaſe God : they (ap, thep 
doe repent , and have repented, although they 
line neuer ſo wzetchedly and careleſly. But 
when all licentious ⁊ lelud liuers, filthy whoze- 
mongers, beaſtly bellp-gads,and careleſſe cat- 
tiſtes, come to the kingdome of God, and are 
ſaned, tzen ſhall theſe men came alſo with them, 
to bs ſaved by careleſſe repentance, T6 
e 


frmt our wines, childꝛen, and ſervants in the. 
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The next quality and effect of repentance is 
named. C eariag ot our ſelues, that is, diſcharg- 
ing of our lelues when ſinne doth accuſe vs, and 
lap things to dur charge: fog when fin and Ha- 

tan doe terrifle the conſcience of the poze poni 
tent ſinner , by and by he flyeth vnto God, and 
alketh koꝛgineneſſe through Jeſus Chziſt, fa 
caring himſelfe , and making his apology a- 
gainſt ſinne and Satan: like as a man that 
is p2eſented into the Sourt vpon ſuſpifton of 
Wögze dome, 02 any other notoꝛious crime, mus 
cieare him elke by witnelle, of that which is laid 
to his charge; fo the conſcience that is cited hy 
atan befoze the inffice and indgement-ſeat 

of God, clearcth it ſelfe by repentance, and aſ- 
keth toꝛginenelle though Jeſus Chzill. Do 
tha t here we map ſee a wonderfull fruit of a pe- 
nitent conſcience : it cannot abide the accuſation 
of ſinne, it canuot be quiet till it be reconctled 
bato God, andſo haue peace withit ſelfe. Foz 
this is to be noted in a godly man, that when he 
hath committed anp ſinne, and his conſcience 
telicth him of it, by and by he feles lead within 
him, and is all heauie , and cannot ll pe quietly, 
till he haue gotten into ſome cozner , where her 


map mourn and lament to the full, confelle and 
lap optu himſelfe bato Gad, and ſo cleare him - 
lelfe through Jeſus Chꝛiſt his conſtience bear- 
ing him witneſſe that his ſin is foꝛgiuen. Wher - 

ag 
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as confrariiiſe, the vngodly ma n, when his 
conſcience accuſeth vim of inne, ho dilpatel eth 
awap all ſuch thoughts, and treadeth (hem vin- 
der-fot :; and by end by caileth foz a paire cf 
Cards oz Tables, oz ſome merrp comp nion; 
to dzine awap time, and to put out all ſuch 
thoughts out of his head: and ſo indead her in 
creaſeth them mo2e and moze, and caulcth them 
fo ranckle inward!p. 

The third qualify is called [:digiation: 
that is, a moztall and dcavly hatred againſt 
ſinne, ag when a man doth chudder and ſhaue, 
and a8 it were, grinde his teth at the remem. 
bzance of his ſinnes: Foz this is alwaies in 
the penitent perſon, to loathe and abhozre all 
finne from his heart, both hisowne ſinnes, and 
the ſinnes of other g, and to hate it, as the dinell 
bimſelfe , which is the authoz of it: and to flpe 
from it, as from the very cut ⸗thꝛoat andhang- 
man of his ſaule , and to know it to be the onely 
thing that bliadeth and hardneth , that ſepara- 
feth from God, and pꝛocureth all plagues and 
viſeaſes , both of bodp and ſoule agatnſt vs. 
Therefoze he ſpitteth at it in deflance , anddiſ- 
daineth it, and ſtoppeth his noſe at the Tinke of 
if, whereſocucr he (melleth it. 

The fourth thing is Feare, which is a cer- 
taine awe of God, when a man is afraid to dif- 
pleaſehim : Foz the penitcat perſon fearcth al- 

wapes, 
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waves, and being pꝛiuie to his owne infirmitie 
and weakneſfſe (when God neuer ſo little with- 
dꝛawethhis grace and leaueth him alone) woz⸗ 
keth his ſalnation with keare and trembling, 
He will not p2c ſome bpon foꝛmer grace ts com⸗ 
mit any ſinne, oz flatter himſeife in the mercy 
of God, and the things that he hath already ta- 
ſted of God, to peld to ſome little fin, thinking 
he may doe that, and be the childe of God well 
enaugh , becauſe ſome of Gods childzen haue 
falne inte greater: but rather be tkrembleth at 
the leaſt motion of inne, and is afraid of the 
temptation which Satan trappeth in the way, 
and is afraid when the temptations of ſinne are 
bpon him, ta latisſie the hunger of ſinne: but 
rather he fighteth againſt ſinne, when inne 
fighteth againſt him, andpzeſenteth the feare of 
God bekoze his epes, (as godly Ioſeph in the 
allaults of Pociphars wife) to be, as it wers, a 
tswer of defence, and well-ſpzing of life to aue id 
the ſnares of death. 

The fifth thing is ?-lire,, that is, hungring 
and thirſting after righteouſnefſe. Foz the pe- 
nitent man is rauiſhed with a deſtre of god 
things : he deſtreth to be euery dap better than 


other. he deſireth to leave euery dap ſome inne, 
he deſireth to pꝛap, he deſireth new knowledge, 
and new vbnderſtanding of heauenlp things. 
Pe deſtreth to heare Sermons, and will —_— 

him⸗ 
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bimſelfe to heare them. Me deftreth the com. n 
pany ol the godly, thinking himlelfe in heauen, te 
when he is amongſt them. He delireth the lal-Iu 
uation of his very enemies, and v2aveth fog 
them. All theſe , and many other luch liks de- te 
fires are in apenitent man. Cl 
The ſirf quality is Zeale, which cenũſteth in | 
the earneſt emdzating of vertue, and hatredof |" 
vice : lo that the ponitent perſon is zꝛalous of |* 
euery god thing, zealdus ot Gods glozy inall |" 
places, in all companies. and amongt all per · 
ſons. He canaot abide that Gods honour ſhauld 
be impeached, oʒ his name blaſphemed, o2 bis 
glozy trampiev (er fot by wicked wen: but 
will open his mouty to repꝛoue the wicked, and 
and flou l/ in the defence of Gods glozy. Hu 
tenotlike che Atheifts and diffemvlers , "which 
are alivayes as the company , that is, godly a- 
mongtk the godly, a Pꝛoteſtant amongſt P30 
teſtants, wicked amongſt the wicked, a Papiſt 
amangſt Papiſts, a wozlaling amongſt wozld⸗ 
lings, and a ſwearęr amongſt (wearers,a wea- 
thercocke that turneth with encry winde, The 
pemtent man, J ſap, is not of that ſtampe: but 
he is conſtant and z ealous in all god things: he 
is zealons both againft the pleaſures and pꝛo⸗ 
fits of inne: though he might winne a whole 
wozld, oz pleaſure himſelfe never ſo much by 
committing nne againff Sod, pet he will ke 
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faſe it: fo: he hath learned from Chꝛiſts mouth 


that if ſhall not p2zofit a man to win the whole 
woꝛzld, and to loſe his owne ſoule. 

The lad thing is Runge, that is, the peni 
tent pꝛeſon is ſo oficnved with the ſinne he hath 
committed, that he will be reuenged of him 
(cite fo2 it. As foꝛ example, if he haue offended 
in gluttonp , he will reuenge hümſelſe by faſting 
two 02 thzcz dapes alter. zt de haue oſtended in 
whoꝛedome, he will be reuenged of his luſt by 
haltering and bzideling of them cuer after. It 
he haue offended in cauetous catching and pol⸗ 

ing of otter mens gods, de will be reuenged 
on himſelfe by reſtitution, as was gadly and pe- 
nitent Zacheus: and this inded is a ſpectall fruit 
of Kepentance, to refozme our (clues intholſe 
things wherein we haue moſt offended. Now 
then we le (my dere bꝛethzen) what lyeth in 
the bellp of Kepentance , and which be her in- 
wards : ſo that we muſt nerds now come to the 
valaciag and vnyowelling of Chzilks wozds : 
Excep: ye repent (ſaith he) yee ſhall all periſh: 
that is, except pe haue this fozenamed Care, pou 
ſhall all be danned: except pe haue this cleariog 
ot your ſelues, you ſhall be damned: except yon 
haue this Mae , pou ſhall be damned: 
except you haue this Feare , pou ſhall be dam- 
ned : except pou haue this Defire, pon {hall all 
be damned: except you haue this Zeal: , — 
a 
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Gall all be damned: except von haue this Re- 
uenge, von thall all be damned. Foz our Sa- 
uiour Chꝛiſt doth not ſpeake of the bare name 
of repentance, but of repentance with her fur 
niture and appurtenances : ſo that whoſocuerſſi 
hath not repentance with all her qualities and 
effects, oꝛ at leaſt, ſone meaſtire of them, he 
hath no repentance indeed, and therefoze ſhall? 
be damned: For exe vou repent, ve (hall alli 
periſh. But me thinketh that J heare ſame 
men ſap, Here is nothing but danmnation, dam- 
nation: pou peach noi hing bit the Law, let 
bsheare of the Goſpell. 9v bꝛethzen, J 320: 
teſt bnto yon, that J ſpeake in love whatſoe- 
uer Iſpeake, J deſtre the ſalustion of pou all. 
Ik J could winne but fins of all this congrega- 
tion, J would count my ſelfe happy, and thinke n 
that God had greatly vleſſed mp labours.

WM ͤpoze 
w26tches thinke there is ris paine to a Cholick, 
cz acrree'l Agne; but if all the Cholicks, Agues, 
and other ſtrange Diſeaſes, could poſſibly light 
boon ons man, it were but a flea-biting to that 
which is to come. The paine is endlefſe, eaſe- 
leſſe, and remedileſſe. The dapes of their hel- 
liſh tozments ſhall neuer weare out, noz their 
yeeres come to àn end, the longer they continue, 
the lege hope they haue; When as masp perres 
b& erptred as there bee men in the wozld, and 
ſtarres in the heauens; when ss many thou 
ſand pres are ended, as there bee ones and 
ſandg by the ſea-hoze, pet ſcill there bee ten 
hundzed thouſand times ſ6 many moze to come.

kepeth all good graces from vs, cs appeareth, 
Macth. 13. 38. Hee did not many great workes 
there for their vobeliefcs ſake: end in the kourth 
Chapter to the Hebrewes, it is ſaid: Vuo them 
was the Goſpell preached, as alſo voto vs: but 
the word that they heard, profited them nor, 
becauſe it was not mixt with faith in thoſe that 
1eardit. Do that here oer map ſ& although 
n heare neuer ſo much, pet if wer b2tng not 
ich with vs, 'wee ſhall neuer pꝛoſtt vnto repen- 
fance : foz bnbeliefe faketh vp sur hearts fo; 
Satan, and refuſeth all the wholſome dockrine 
of Saluation, and doth ſo harden men in the 
wapes of inne, that in the end they become 
pal? feeling, and cannot bee touched one whi 
either with the indgements oꝛ mercie of God?

— let is, The Preſumption of Gods 
mercie: foʒ if men be ſharply rep2oned foꝛ their 
fin, and exhezted to repentance , by and by they 
talke couertlp, (aping, God is merciful}, God 
is mercifull: ag though God wers made all of 
mercie , and that there were ns infktice in him af 
all, And thus the wicked make Gods mercte an 
eccaſſen to nne. Thich thing the Pꝛophet 
Nahum in the ficff of his Pꝛophecie doth harp» 
ly repzove : Fhe Lord (ſaith he) is flow to an- 
ger, but hee is great in power, acd will not ſorely 
cleare the wicked. But becauſe J have ſpoken 
befoze of this pzeſuming and miſapplying of 
Gods mercie, J will here poſſe it erer, and wil⸗ 
ling pon ts note it as one ſpeciall let vnto Re- 
pentance. 

The third hinderance is, the example of the 
mulcicude : fog that doth harden and embolden 


men bnto finne; as when many Birds flicker 


and flocke together , thep fall bpon the batte 
without any feace ; but one ez two alene will 
be afraid; enen ſo the exan:ples of many ſinne- 
companions dos embolden men te runne thzough 


the 
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the \nares of Sathan, without any miffruff, 
Thereloze it is ſaid in Exod. 23. Thou ſhalt noe 
follow a multitude to doe euifll. This is the 
thing which bindzeth a great number from 
God; faz they neuer lopke bp bnto God, oz to 
his w322, bat ffare vpon the common doings of 
molt men, and exampies of the we'd; thinking 
tf thep doe as the moſt men doe, and as their 
Foze-fathers haue done befoze them, they are 
cocke⸗ſure, and on in tuen ground. And there- 
upon ariſeth their deuilliſh Pzonerbe ; Doe as 
tie moit men doe, and the feweft will ſpeake ill 
of yon. But thep haue fazgotten Saint Pauls 
Rule, Rom. 12. Faſhion not your ſelſe like vn- 
to this World. Theſe fellowes that and bpon 
multitudes, will reaſon thus; We ſ& none of 
the great ones of the wozld, none of thenobte, 
none of the rich, none of the wiſe and pzudent, 
receiue this dearine, but onely a ſew Wake 
ragges, and beggarlp raſcalls ; and therfoze it 
is a token that it is nothing wozth , and that it 
is donbtfnll , and not foz bs to meddie withall, 
Lee what thoughts map crit pe into our heads, 
and how ſlilyp Sathan may trumpe in our wap 
[and blinze-fold vs, and leade vs away inthe 
daike, by doting vs with the example of the 
I maltitnde. Thereſo2e let vs take hid of thoſe 
[pit-falls which a han lapeth in onr wap 
[and not bee carcicd _— with thoſe thoughts 

and 
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and reaſons; The wicked beare themſelues in 
dand, that thep hail win the game, and that the 
gole goeth an their ve, and there is nothing but 
crowing long befo2e it be dap, and great tr inm⸗ 
phing among them befaze any ſtroke bee giucn. 
and that becauſe wer are but a handfull of people, 
and they a great multitude, and that in a manner 
the whole wozldagreth with them to pꝛactiſe gur 
death. Thus the Deuill doth caſt a miſt befoze 
their eyes , and cloſely leades them awap from 
Xepentance- Therefoze dare bzethzen let vs 
ffand faſt in the Wozd of the Lozd, and not be 
carried awap, and bowed quite downe with the 
raging freame of the multitude, but let vs know 
it to be an eſpeciall engine of Sathan, whereby 
her dzineth vs from repentance. 

The fourth let vnto repentance is long cu- 
ſtome of {jane, foz that taketh away all ſenſe and 
feeling of ſimme , and maketh it as it were, ano- 
ther Nature vnto vs, ſo that we may as well 
alter nature, as ſhake it of, when it is once thus 
ſonldzed bnto bs thzough long cuſtsme. Ther- 
foze it is ſaid, ler. 13. 23. Can the blacke - Moore] 
change his skinne, or the Leopard his ſpors ! 
Then may you alſo doe good that are accuſto- 
med to doe euill. There the Pꝛophet affirmeth 
that it is as hard to cure an ald diſeaſe, that is 
bꝛed in the bones, and fo remedy a ſinne that 
hath bps hatched and bzought vp wich vs, as].

The fift hinderance is, long efcaping of pu- 
ni;hruent, fo2 the wicked therebp arehardened 
in ſinne, and dziuen off from repentancs : enen 
as an ald thefe that hath ſtollen a long time, 
and eſcaped both pziſon and gallowes, is ani- 
mated moze boldlp to pzoce&d in his wickedneſſe, 
thinking hie hall alwayes ſo eſcape : Do many 
filthy and laſe liners goe fo2ward in their ab- 
hominatien without repentance, thinking that 
becauſe God doth not incontinently puniſh 
them, and ſhew ſome manifold iudgement and 


; ligne of his wzath vpon them, therefoze they 


thailbe acquitted faz alfogether. Mhereas con- 
trartwiſe, if God would by and by ſtrike them 
downe as ſone as they had finned, by thunde- 
ring vp2y one, and lightening vpon another, 


any 
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and raining fre and bꝛimſtone vpon the third, 
it wauld make them afraid. Yerenpon it is 
ſaid in 2 Pet. 3. 2 4. This ſirſt vaderltai ding, that Þf 
ehere (hall come ja the loſt dayes mackers, which 
will walke after their luſts, and ſay : Where is the 
ife of h's commiay ? for ſince the Fathers 
dyed, all things continue al k- from the beg u- 
ning of the Creation. But let theſe men well 
know , that when God hath delaped a long 
time, and pꝛolonged the terme of the wicked, 
at length he will ſhew, that although he waited 
foz theic repentance, pet he foꝛgot not their miſ- 
derds, but regiffred them befoze him, and packed 
them vp bpon a great heap ts increaſe the terroz 
of bis wz ith. 

The lirt hinderance is, The beholdirg of 
other meys ends: faz whenſome men that haue 
lined a wicked and an bagraciens life, and haut 
bane notozions finners, enen to the wszld* 
ward, ſo that enery man could poiat at them; 
pet if vpon their death bed they canſap afow 
god wozvs, and cry God mercie, and ſap their 
p3ayers, and ſo2ging all the wozld, and (o dis 
quietly, it is marneilous to heare bow folifh 
people of the wozld will exalt them, and tuſtiffe 
them, ſaping, Me made a very good end, as any 
mancoulamake, be died as quiet as a lambe, 
and ſet all things in god oꝛder befoze he dyed. 


Verevpon another wicked and monttrous 
varlet 
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„ barlet is incoursged to ſin. Foz thinketh he, ſuch 
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a man lived es el as J, oz anp man elſe,and 
pet de made a berp god end, and whp map not 
J dot ſo fo - Eut alas, theſe mens epes are bleas 
red; fog to dle quletlp is nat to die godip: to cry 
God mercy foz faibicn, is not to haue Cod mer - 
cifull : to ſap a few Pzapers from the teth out- 
ward, is nat ta dp in the faith of Chzilt: faz many 
doe all theſe, and pet die miſerably. 

The laſt let is, hope ot long life: fez while 
men fed and beſot themfelnes in this hape, 
they are dzunken in ſtane, and deferre the day 
of Repentante, as the rich man in the 12. ot Luke 
dꝛeaming ok bis long life, call off all thought of 
God, and the other lite, and of Chilis com- 
ming, and of all goed things, and ſatd within 
himſelfe : Scule, thou haft much goods laid vp 
for many yeares, live atcaſe, eate, drinke, and 
take thy paſtime. Thus the bleare eyed men 
of this wozld, chaake bp repentance, and quite 
[mother it, by doting themſelues with hope of 
long life. Therefo20, my deare bꝛethzen, J be- 
ſæch you by the merties of God, in the bowel's 
of Chzift Jeſus, that none of all theſe common 
lets map ſfap peu from ſpedp and bnfeigned 
repentance, but that pon may aner-ſiide them 
all: left happtily pou being found without re- 
pentance , and taken tardp in poor fins. o- 
ali periſh , and be damned, accozdingto
